After five years, plans 
fell through when EOCD refused 
to approve a proposed site _on 
Houghton Road and the May 
Institute decided to locate the home 
elsewhere. 

At their last mecting, WHA 
members voted to hold the funds

for 30 to 60 days to sec if there was 
another organization willing to 
take on the project. 

One of the most outspoken on the 
need for such a home has been 
Daniel Gillis. Gillis told fellow 
members he ‘has learned about a 
non-profit group called Vision 
House, which plans to renovate 
three homes on the grounds of 
Tewksbury State Hospital.

Executive Director Ella Belmore 
felt the grant could be used only 
for a new building. ®

isn't committing itself on any 
project. 

Before EOCDcan~have the 
money back, WHA members have 
to sign an amendment allowing the 
transfer to go through. So far, that 
has not been done, according to 
Belmore. 


Health officials to take 
contractor to court

The Wilmington Board of Health 
voted Monday to seck a criminal 
complaint against C.P. Mc- 
Donough Construction Company 
of North Reading for failure to 
comply with an order to clear up 
stumps, asphalt, and construction 
debris on the company's Ainsworth 
Road property. A show cause 
hearing will be held at Woburn 
District Court to determine if the 
complaint will be issued and if a 
fine will be imposed for each day 
the violation continues. 

Health Director Greg Erickson 
said he informed Mr. McDonough 
he had to remove the debris by 
February 19 and cease and desist 
all landfill activities. At the 


February 19 meeting of his board, 
health officials gave McDonough 
another two weeks to comply with 
the order. Erickson said Mc- 
Donough failed to show up at the 
February meeting or the one held 
on Monday, Erickson added the 
owner "hasn't even tried” to clean 
up the debris. 

“It's not unréasonable to ask hint 
to remove it. He had a month," said 
the director. 

Erickson added, when he called 
McDonough on Tuesday to ask if 
he would cooperate, the owner 
reportedly said health officials 
were being unreasonable. The 
director said he also informed 
McDonough there was still time to 


clean up the site so the case can be 
dismissed. 

In a related matter, Erickson sent 
a letter to Robert Corey, the owner 
of adjacent property, asking him to 
clean up his land too. Erickson told 
Corey he saw an accumulation of 
junk, tires; and refuse along the 
right-of-way when he paid a visit 
to Ainsworth Road. Corey replied 
the director was harrassing him 
and said he would clean up the land 
during his annual clean-up in the 
area. Erickson informed this paper 
he would send another letter to 
Corey telling him "that's not good 
enough." If Corey fails to comply, 
Erickson plans to follow up 
through the courts.

ment is something positive for the 
WHA. He was backed by Dave 
Fitzgerald, who said there should 
be a public record of what 
transpired. 

Both Belmore and Joan Sadowski 
said they thought there had been 
some mention of the decision at the 
last meeting. Belmore said she 
recalled telling one or two WHA 
members about the decision when 
they came to her office during 
daytime hours. 

"Is there any reason you didn't 
call me?" asked Donovan. 

“I guess you didn’t come into the 
office," Belmore replied. 

Donovan noted there was no 
documentation to back up EOCD's 
phone conversations. At this time, 
Dan Gillis attempted to make a 
point but was gaveled into silence 
by the chairman. 

"You're just (oo damn negative,” 
Gillis called out a moment later, 
adding, "he's (Donovan) heading 
for more headlines tonight." 

In the end, Belmore admitted she 
may have made a mistake.

Another $660,675 was cut last 
Wednesday from the fiscal '92 
school budget proposed by Supt. 
William Fay, bringing the school 
committee close to its bottom line 
figure of $12.6 million. 

Committcemen had cut $329,693 
the previous Saturday. The board 
has to cut a total of $919,904 in 
order to meet a deficit created by 
the difference in Fay's $13.5 
million proposed budget and the 
town manager's $12.6 million 
budget voted on by the committee. 
In addition, another $100,000 or so 
will have to be cut to pay for 
uncmployment for the 19 staff 
Positions cut so far during budget 
deliberations, 

During the meeting, each com- 
mittee member had one or more 
chances to recommend an area they 
felt should be cut. In the end, the 
board made the following reduc- 
tions: one physical education tea- 
cher($32,927); three elementary 
reading teachers ($100,000); both 
middle school librarians($58,000); 
one music teacher ($26,760); two 
art teachers ($60,000); one teacher 
from each academic area at the 
high school ($152,272); the salary 
of the business school partnership 
coordinator($40,716); the trans- 
portation account ($75,000);

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A national healing

Last Wednesday I was at the Golden Gloves at the Lowell 
Memorial Auditorium, announcing the fights on WLLH radio. 
During intermission, the word had reached the Golden Glove 
officials that the President had just announced a cease fire in 
the Persian Gulf. As intermission ended, the announcement 
was read over the PA system. 

"Ladies and gentlemen, the President of the United States, 
George Bush, has announced a cease-fire in the Persian Gulf." 

Cheers came thundering from the 3000 fight fans. 

"The President has declared that Kuwait is liberated.” 

More cheers. 

"The Iraqi Army is defeated." 

Wild cheers. 

The Army soldier who had sung the national anthem jumped 
up in the ring and sang "God Bless America." The scores of 
fans sang along, their voices filled with pride. In this burly 
crowd more than just a few tears could be seen streaming 
down the faces of some of the fight fans. 

Ironically it was 19 years earlier that the Viet Nam War 
ended. Just like this time, I was at the Lowell Auditorium 
watching the Golden Gloves when it was announced. Although 
I was only 14 at the time, I was taken aback by the reaction of 
the crowd to the news of a declaration of peace. 

The crowd cheered but there was no real sign of emotion. It 
was more of an announcement to the end of a mistake than the 
announcement of an accomplishment. 

But as we, as a country, revel in our accomplishments in the 
Persian Gulf, we should realize what it is that we are 
celebrating. 

We are not celebrating our military superiority; we bought 
that. 

We are not celebrating the liberation of Kuwait; most of us 
could not spell it nine months ago,never mindd@ijd it on a map. 

No, our joy is a joy of national unity. y an objeetive 
worth-putting our national pride on the line for and, united as a 
country, we accomplished our objective. 

The real irony of being-in the same plttce at the end of both 
conflicts is that both of these wars could not be less alike, from 
the way we fought to citizen support. Although, on the 


surface, the Viet Nam War had nothing to do with the Persian 
Gulf, the latter conflict is really the last chapter of the Viet 
Nam War. 

As we take pride in our victory in this conflict and prepare to 
welcome home our soldiers as national heroes, we are 
reminded of the way we treated the returning Viet Nam 
veteran. We, as a country, ignored them and in some cases 
scomed them, but in no case did we thank them. 

At the time it just seemed natural to ignore the men and 
women who had fought a war we wanted to forget. We had no 
pride in ourselves as a country. How could we honor anyone 
who was part of a war that made us feel that way? Instead, we 
began to honor those who had fought against the war.We 
treated those who had protested the war as intellectuals ,and 
those who supported the war as ignorant rubes. And even 
today, anyone who would say they believed in the Viet Nam 
War would be held up to public ridicule. 

That is really the subject of this column. Those who have 
been protesting the action of our country have begun to 
complain that they have not felt as if they could express their 
opinion on the war without being held up to public ridicule. 
Although by and large these are the same people who were so 
vocal in their disgust for the supporters of the Viet Nam War, 
now that the shoe is on the other foot, they seem to have all 
sorts of corhplaints. 

The truth is that, along with the benefits that are obvious to 
our country following this action, there are a couple of notso 
obvious benefits. 

First we have an opportunity to put Viet Nam behind us. 

Second, the rallies for the returning veterans are being led by 
Viet Nam veterans who want to make sure what happened to 
them doesn't happen to our returning soldiers. And third, we 
have a chance to feel good about ourselves for the first time in 
a long time. 

I just wonder what this country would have been like if 
George Bush had been president of the United-States during 
the Viet Nam conflict instead of Lyndon Johnson and Richard 
Nixon.

When Proposition 2 1/2 was passed, the property tax 
burden in Massachusetts dropped from its high of 80 percent 
above the national average in 1979 to 28.5 percent above the 
same by 1987. 

As such, one would hardly expect any tampering with the 
tax cap during a recession when many people are out of work. 

But the politicians who have failed to control spending are 
still looking for an easy way out, despite the shockwaves of the 
November election. Last week, by a vote of 109-47, the 
House of Representatives voted to endorse a proposal severely 
weakening Proposition 2 1/2. 

The measure allows localitics to change the 2.5 percent # 
property tax cap to a new cap as high as 5 percent. For the 
most part the vote was split on party lines, with the entire 
Wilmington delegation voting against the tax hike. 

According to Wilmington Town Accountant Mike Morris a 
new 5 percent cap would mean an average residential property 
tax increase in Wilmington of $85, as opposed to the present 
tax set by the assessors for next year which is roughly a $45 
increase. A Proposition 5 would increase local revenues by 
$500,000 total. 

For an added insult to taxpayers the House voted 108 - 48 to 
double the automobile excise tax rate. This was also passed as 
a local option, meaning that municipalities may vote to 
increase the rate (presently $25 per thousand) to as much as 
$50 per thousand, The minimum excise payment, now $5 for 
those of you who own a "clunker", would jump to $25. :

The Flu and You 


* The flu is amild infectic of the nose, 
throat and lungs which spreads quickly 
from person to person. It strikes millions 
every year, especially in the winter months, 

* The usual symptoms of the flue are: 
weakness, cough, headache, fever, chills, 
muscle aches and watery eyes. 

* Formost people a few days of bedrest, 
plenty of fluids, and a pain reliever will be 
the best treatment. Due to the possibility of 
developing Reye Syndrome, children and 
teens should be given a non-aspirin pain 


medication to relieve flue symptoms. 

* In most otherwise Healthy people, flu 
is usually a mild disease. But in the elderly, 
or in those suffering from chronic illness 
such as heart disease, emphysema, asthma, 
kidney disease, diabetes or AIDS, the flu 
can be life-threatening. 

* The risk of fatality in the chronically ill 
or elderly is from developing setondary 
infections, the most severe of these being 
pneumonia

‘Presidents Meeting’ 


by Bill Conlon 
What an interesting session at the 
Tewksbury Rod & Gun Club last 
week, It was a quiet night around 
town, so I stopped by and watched. 
On Thursday night, the Middle- 
sex County League of Sportsmen 
had a "president's meeting" at the 
Chandler Street facility. The league 
meets regularly to try and coord- 
inate the various sportsmen's clubs 
in the county. In all, 13 clubs were 
represented on Thursday, and if all 
the presidents brought back reports 
of the meeting, literally thousands 
of outdoors enthusiasts got word of 
some big doings. 
Paul Kress provided an update on 
the legislature, and he had plenty to 


say. 

There will be a number of public 
hearings at the statehouse affecting 
sportsmen, Paul said, and this year 
the focus seems to be on limiting 
trappers. Some 18 bills have been 
filed that would affect trappers, all 
of them anti-trapping, Paul said, to 
be discussed at a public hearing on 
April 16. 

Hunting and fishing hearings are 
planned for March 19, he said, and 
the annual gun hearing, which is a 
big draw at the statehouse; will be 
held April 11. 


All the public hearings begin near 
10 a.m., he said, and the hearings 
are easy to find by visiting the doc- 
uments room on the fourth-floor of 
the statehouse, or by asking around. 

Paul noted that two bills are in the 
works that-would provide legal 
protection to hunters, anglers and 
trappers, but he didn't have the bill 
numbers, Be advised. He said that 
letters and phone calls to your local 
rep are important, even if the rep is 
hard-headed-about-anti-hunting.and. 
suchlike. Many are, he said. 


Next up was Dana Crowe, presi- 
dent of the Mass. Wildlife Feder- 
ation, who told of a gathering they 
plan at the Maynard Elks on’ April 
28. Governor Weld was invited to 
attend, he said, but Dana wasn't too 
sure he would. Tickets are $40 per 
couple, with a Smith & Wesson 
9mm is planned as a prize, maybe a 
door prize, but somebody wins it. 


Walter Hoyt from Mass Division 
of Fisheries & Wildlife addressed 
the group, telling that trout are now 
being stocked, which started Feb- 
ruary 19, a little early. He said the 
mild winter meant the hatchery 
trout are feeding a littlé’too well, 
and that they need to move ‘em out. 

Hoyt also said the division is now 
doing a biological survey of rabbits 
in New England, and that he needs 
(ready for this?) rabbit heads. He 
said there is a suspicion that native 
“forest bunnies are being pushed 
out by "field" bunnies that migrated 
up, and that the division isn't sure if 
there are any native cottontails left. 
How interesting. 

Hoyt spoke briefly about Plum 
Island, and how the Department of 
Environmental Management, Div- 


ision of Parks and Forests, was 
planning a hearing the following 
night in Lawrence about the south 
tip of Plum Island, or Sandy Point. 

Much of Plum Island was closed 
to the public recently, he said, as a 
measure to save and. endangered 
beach bird which nests directly on 
the ground, There are two species 
of ground nesting plovers, he said, 
and one will defend its nest while 
the other simply runs off, leaving 
the eggs at the mercy of unthinking 
boots. 

Walter added that pheasants seem 
to be declining, possibiy due to the 
predations of opossums, raccoons 
and other critters that can live near 
man without complaint. He said it 
used to be common to see natives in 
the pheasant population, once. 

Tom Hayes of the Mass, Trappers 
gave a report, stating that 40 years 
ago the sportsmen in the area were 
told that 40 percent of the Concord 
refuge was supposed to be open to 
hunting and trapping, on a rotating 
basis, but that the deal was teneged 
upon, Tom had nothing nice to say 
about the Mass. Audubon Society 
or the Sudbury Valley River Trust. 

Paul Kress chimed in about Mass. 
Audubon, saying the state attorney 
general is looking for letters from 
current or former members about 
that group's anti-hunting stance, It 
seems that Mass. Audubon acted on 
their own in filing a suit against the 
state, without approval by national 
Audubon authorities, The AG is the 
defense counsel in the lawsuit, Paul 
said. He added that Mass. Audubon 
pays a lobbyist some $65,000.a year 
for anti-hunting legislative work. 

In all, it was a quiet but noteable 

meeting of the minds on outdoors 
issues, 
“TE thé Middlesex County League 
of Sportsmen can get everyone to 
pull in the same direction, and get 
all their members to do the same, 
there's a good chance that hunting, 
trapping and fishing may survive in 
the Bay State.

With the war in the Persian Gulf 
under a cease-fire, considerable 
attention is being given to bringing 
the troops home quickly. Some 
troops have already returned to the 
States, but they are said to be 
people on emergency leave. 

Other troops will have to remain 
in the Middle East for weeks or 
months, performing various clean- 
up tasks. 

Returning troops nowadays ar- 
rive by air. It is a long time since 
‘the'days when anyone went home 
by troopship. Sometimes arriving 
by ship was a pleasant experience. 

The SS Benjamin Goodhue, 
commanded by the writer, made 
such an entry into New York 
Harbor on Palm Sunday, 1945. 
There were only a few soldiers 
aboard, about 150, and the ship 
entered the harbor by steaming 
down the East River from Long 
Island Sound. 

For the first time in a year anda 
half the Goodhue did not have a 
full load of troops. Instead it was 
carrying a cargo of military stores, 
which had been intended for the 
soldiers in Europe. 

The Goodhue had left New York 
as part of a 65-ship convoy three 
days before Germany surrendered. 
The weather was foggy. The 
convoy steamed through that fog, 
hour after hour, day after day. 

The captain does not leave the 
bridge in fog. Under such 
circumstances the chief steward 
brings the captain's breakfast, 
lunch and dinner to him, up on the 
bridge, and between times coffee 
and sandwiches. 

The steward is a person who 
rarely gets on the bridge. This 
man, after he had.served coffee and 
sandwiches,.always walked to a 
spot near the helmsman, and took a 
look at the ship's compass. 

Larz called that maneuver 
"Sandwich Navigation.” 

About a week after leaving New 
York, when the Goodhue was 
several hundred miles cast of 
Newfoundland, a message was 
received from Washington DC to 
"return to the port from which you 
sailed." The ship turned around 
and headed for New York. 

Convoys were still at sea,.as were 
their nemeses, the German sub- 
marines. Although some subs had 
surfaced and signaled a surrender, 
they still could not be trusted. They 
were ordered to an American or 
British naval base, depending on 
position. 

One such sub was ordered to a 
Newfoundland base. That meant it 
would meet, or nearly meet the 
Goodhue in a few hours. The 
captain changed the ship's course 
(compass reading), to due south, so 
as to avoid that sub until after the 
danger of meeting was over. 

Changing the course was big 
news ‘to the steward, who always 
took a glance at the compass when 
he brought the captain a sandwich. 
Why was the Goodhue going 
south? 

Then, out of the fog came a US 
Navy destroyer. It ordered the 
Goodhue to follow, toward 
northeast, while messages were 
exchanged with Washington 
concerning the Goodhue's destina- 
tion. Of course the steward had to 
note that change. What was the 
captain trying to do?

Troopships were virtually the only mode of travel for GI's returning from 
ia War II, When the SS Chanute Victory pulled into 


Boston Harbor in October 1945, thousands of troops were on the deck, Larz 
Neilson (photo upper left) was the captain. 


After a couple of hours, the 
destroyer transmitted orders for 
the Goodhue to join a convoy 
which was southerly of the Bay of 
Fundy (Nova Scotia). That meant 
the Goodhue had to go northwest 
for a few hours. 

The-convoy-was-going.towards, 
Boston and Cape Cod, steering a 
south-south-westerly course. 

Each of these changes in course 
was observed by the "sandwich 
navigator". Where, oh where was 
the captain going? 

Ina little less than two wecks, the 
captain had steered east-north-east 
then northeast for about five days, 
then south west for about three. 
Then he went south, followed 
again by northeast, then north- 


west. The final course (to Cape 
Cod) was southwest. 

That steward, a black man from 
South Boston and a wonderful 
shipmate, should never have in- 
dulged in "sandwich navigation." 
“After a couple of hours the 
destroyer transmitted orders to 


again proceed to" New York; That 


was when the steward arrived the 
third time, on the bridge. 

Where, oh where was the captain 
going? ° 

Anyway, the Goodhue finally 
arrived in Cape Cod Bay, at the 
entrance to the Cap Cod Canal. It 
went through, and down Long 
Island, under the direction of a 
pilot. The captain was able to take a 
nap, and to get a shave. 


It was Palm Sunday when the 
Goodhue passed through Hell Gate, 
and into New York Harbor, 
Thousands of New Yorkers were 
promenading, after having been at \ 
church, all in their finest clothes, 

All during the war anytime a 
troopship moved about New York 
Harbor it did so after dark. 
Military movements had to be in 
deep, deep secret, 

Here was a ship, in New York 
Harbor, with U.S. soldiers on 
deck! Everyone cheered, and 
cheered, for the first soldiers to 
return from Europe! 

And the troops on the Goodhue - 
they sat up on top of the guns and 
other things on deck, and they 
cheered and cheered, in return, 

They had just been on a voyage to 
nowhere, but it was nice to return 
to New York!

Does an organization with an 
endowment need your financial 
support? That question was raised 
in a recent letter to the editor by a 
‘woman who seemed genuinely and 
understandably concerned about 
the fate of her charitable dollar. 
However, I would like to clarify the 
allegations made in her letter about 
the Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
(MSPCA), 

First, the MSPCA is registered 
with ‘the state attorney general and 
has remained a leader in animal- 
protection for more than 120 years 
based in large part on its sound pro- 
grams and responsible financial 
management. As a private, non- 
profit organization, the MSPCA 
depends solely upon private dona- 
tions and fees for services to oper- 
ate. An increased public need and 
demand for the services offered by 
the MSPCA has Iead to our steady 
growth, 

Last year the MSPCA spent 
more than $18 million to help ani- 
mals, This help was administered 
through law enforcement, humane 
education, legislation, publications, 
health care, sheltering, pet adoption 
services and a wide variety of other 
Programs and services. These pro- 
grams are conducted at absolutcly 
no cost to local, state or federal 
government and we receive no tax 
dollars. Nearly 700 people 
statewide work for the MSPCA, 
240 of whom volunteer their time. 

The letter also erroneously stat- 
ed that "several MSPCA veterinari- 

¢ each received raises in 
excess of $5,000." In fact, when 
one compares the salaries of 1988 
and 1989, those figures do not rep- 
resent simple wage increases, but 
rather promotions and other single, 
non-salary payments. For the writer 
to say that one veterinarian 
received a $30,000 pay raise sug- 
gests that sheis truly misinformed: 

In addition, the writer alleged 
that the MSPCA "cannot afford to 
help needy pet owners at its hospi- 
tal." Actually, in addition to provid- 
ing medical care for stray, unwant- 
ed and abused animals, the 
MSPCA cach year helps hundreds 


of pets whose owners cannot afford 
the necessary medical care. This 
type of financial assistance is an 
integral part of our medical ser- 
vices and has been for many years. 


Finally, the writer's letter sug- 
gests an apparent misunderstanding 
about the role of an endowment, 
whose principal should not be used. 
Rather, prudent use should include 
using the income generated by the 
endowment for operating funds 
may -- and have -- been used for 
capital improvements and to pay 
program costs. To depend solely on 
yearly contributions and fees and 
tisk depletion of an endowment 
would place the future of any non- 
profit in great jeopardy. 


It is indeed important to 
research an organization before 
contributing. It is also important to 
have a solid understanding about 
the scope of services an organiza- 
tion provides and the way in which 
that organization allocates its funds. 
In this economic climate, it is espe- 
cially important to ask for as much 
information as you can before mak- 
ing a decision about supporting an 
organization.

Braille course 


An estimated fourteen million 
people in the United States suffer 
from some type of visual impair- 
ment.’ While the elderly comprise 
the largest proportion of that popu- 
lation, there is also a large group of 
school-age children who are visual- 
ly impaired. In fact, many of us 
know someone who might benefit 
from specialized services for the 
visually impaired. 

In order to dispel some myths 
about blindness, Middlesex 
Community College's Open 
Campus is introducing a new 
course, "Blindness-Removing the 
Mystery" on Monday, March 11, 
from 7 to 9 p.m. at the Burlington 
Campis. 

Pamela Sudore of Swampscott, 
Supervisor of Vision Services for 
the North Shore Special Education 
Consortiuna and former Executive 
Director of the Lowell Association 
for the Blind will teach the work- 
shop. 

"Blindness continues to. be a 
major health fear in the United 
States," remarked Sudore. :"What 
we will attempt to.do-in-the-work= 
shop will be to raise people's com- 
fort level with blindness by dis- 
pelling old myths.” 

Sudore will also discuss services 
and employment opportunities 
available for the visually impaired 
as well as training opportunities for 
those working with the blind com- 
munity. 

A second course, taught by 
Sudore, "Introduction to Braille - 
Part I" will be offered beginning 
March 25, from 7 to 9 p.m., also at 
the Burlington Campus. The cight 
week course will include a discus- 
sion of the history of Braille, vari- 
ous forms of reading and writing 
Braille and basic labeling methods. 


Sudore, who grew up with an 
individual who was visually 
impaired, is well aware of the adap- 
tations that had to be made in daily 
life. She began learning Braille at 
the agé of 10 and continued her 
study after graduation from college. 


The Braille course will be of 
benefit to those living with low- 
vision or blind individuals as well 
as those who work with the visual- 
ly impaired in nursing homes,

The interview went over the 
nationwide networks that carried 
Edward's “This Is Your Life” radio 

“show and peopie responded to the 
interview, with a child named 
Jimmy, by sending gifts and dona- 
tions. 

The Jimmy Fund was estab- 
lished to handle the gifts and dona- 
tions and eventually escalated into 
the childrens cancer research fund- 
ing organization that we know 
today, 

Cheyne remembers that the pro- 
ject was taken on by the Braves and 
the Variety Club of Boston (a group 
of theater owners). Because 
Cheyne had access to many of the 
day’s big names he started to bring 
some of them, including the 
singing Cowboy, Gene Autry, 
around to visit the hospitals when 
they were in the area. 

Because of his work with the 
radio stations, he was eventually 
offered a position with WHDH 
radio, when the former Herald 
Traveller Corporation owned it. He 
eventually became the station’s 
vice president and then vice presi- 
dent of the parent organization. 

After the station was sold as the 
result of a license revocation, 
Cheyne tumed down an opportuni- 
ty to go with the Columbia 
Broadcasting System in New York. 
He took a position as vice president 
of the the then Winchester based 


Buckler, Irvin and Graf, an indus- 
trial safety consulting firm. 

Cheyne said that he is now try- 
ing to retire from the firm. 
However, he proudly noted that in 
his years with the company, now 
based in Woburn, “I have been 
privileged to see the company grow. 
six times because of the work of 
the staff.” 

However, retiring from work 
docs not mean he will stop work- 
ing. 

Cheyne is in the process of 
recreating a former singing group 
and orchestra known as the Greater 
Bostonians. The new group will be 
made up of adults and will perform 
for the benefit of the Jimmy Fund. 

He notes that the group has been 
about 80 percent put together but 
some slots are still open. 

“Their are still openings for 
string players, especially Cellos, 
French Horns, a few tenors and a 
few baritones,” he said.

front of me, I noticed this guy step- 
ping out onto Beacon Street” he 
revealed. “He was an older man, 
with gray hair, but he was 

tall. I knew he didn’t see me com- 
ing, in spite of my flashing lights 
and siren, I don’t know where his 
mind was that moming, but it sure- 
ly wasn’t where it should have 
been. 

“He stepped out from between 
two parked cars, and he never saw 
me coming. I knew that if I didn’t 
do something fast, I was going to 
hit him. I was between a lane of 
moving cars and 2 row of parked 
cars. I had no place to go, but 
straight.” 

Bill forgot all about the vehicle 
which he was in pursuit of. 
“Instead,” he went on, “I hit the 
brakes on my bike. Harley- 
Davidson motorcycles are so well 
made, the brakes locked, but the 
bike remained on a straight course. 
I was still going to hit this guy. 
Suddenly, he was aware that I was 
coming towards him at a high rate 
of speed. He froze, and I had no 
choice but to dump the bike.” 

Bill avoided hitting the pedestri- 
an, instead the bike came to a 
crashing halt atop his body. The 
accident resulted in numerous 
injuries, the most critical of which 
was a crushed hip.

Sometimes there is not 
cnough information on the return 
to know that the taxpayer made a 
mistake. 

The IRS would like to offer the 
following advice for preparing 
your tax return; Stow down = long 
enough to read the instructions for 
lines one through six very careful- 
ly before you begin to prepare 
your 1990 returns, These lines 
contain information about filing 
status and exemptions that estab- 
lish who the taxpayers is and 
whether they have computed the 
Correct tax.

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“The accident Put me in the hos- 
Pital for a long time,” Bill said. My 
hip was damaged so badly that I 
had to have a total hip replace- 
ment.” 

The accident occurred nearly 
two years ago, yet Bill still attends 
weekly physical therapy sessions in 
order to ward off the pain that 
chronically plagues him, “There are 
some days when I feel as though I 
won't be able to get out of bed,” he 
said. 

During the long period of reha- 
bilitation Bill’s mind began to fill 
with other thoughts, thoughts 
which he found frightening. “I 
found myself constantly dwelling 
on thoughts of suicide. I was 
becoming more and more 
depressed every day. I just didn’t 
think I could go on living, especial- 
ly after losing Barbara and then 
going through the accident.” 

Bill tried to focus his mind back 
on his work. Then came the next 
round of dreadful news. “I was 
forced to retire,” he recalled. “My 
hip injury was so bad that I could 
no longer adequately perform my 
duties as a police officer.” 

Now he found himself alone and 
with too much time on his hands. 
“That’s when I really started to 
drink,” he said. “I was still in love 
with Barbara, and I had no way of 
focusing my thoughts on something 
else. All I did was drink and get 
more and more depressed over 
Barbara.” 


Bill attempted to combat his 
depression and drinking problem 
by filling his time with physical 
therapy appointments and AA 
meetings. “They just weren't 
enough,” he said. “I never stuck 
with my AA meeting. That's when 
I found myself thinking more seri- 
ously about suicide. That's when I 
found myself sitting on the edge of 
my fourth floor apartnient balcony, 
with my gun in my hand, contem- 
plating falling backwards into the 
night. Butas I said, something kept 
me from doing it. Something 
stopped me from falling and then 
unloading one of those hollow- 
tipped bullets into my head. Maybe 
it was God, maybe it was some- 
thing else. But I just couldn't go 
through with it. Somewhere inside 
my head I kept thinking that 
maybe, if I just held on one more 
day, things would get better.” 


That flicker of hope exploded 
into a full-fledged flame shortly 
afterwards. Bill explained how: 
“One of my best friends, a veteran 
cop on the Boston Police 
Department, actually went through 
with killing himself. His death real- 
ly struck me hard. He was such a 
terrific guy. He shot himself over a 
woman, and I remember wondering 
how he could have done such a 
thing. Then I realized that I wanted 


per ay was cheating on him. 
One night, he was sure that his wife 
was home with another man. He 
got of duty early, bought a fifth of 
VC, a4 proceeded to get drunk. 
Then ke went to his AL LO 
surprise his wife. With the half- 
drunk bottle of VO in one hand, he 
banged on his apartment door. 
Without opening the door, his wife 
answered. When she realized that it 
was Dick, she told him to go away. 
Dick couldn't open the door, 
because it was dead-bolted from 
the inside. He kept banging at the 
door, and his wife kept telling him 
to go away. 


“That’s when somebody in the 
building called the police, Two fel- 
low officers arrived a few minutes 
later, When Dick realized that they 
were coming toward him, he 
stepped up a flight of stairs to the 
next landing. There, still holding 
the bottle of VO, he pulled out his 
service revolver, His fellow officers 
tried to coax Dick into surrendering 
his weapon. Before they could suc- 
cessfully do that, Dick tumed the 
gun on himself, I found out about it 
the next day, I didn’t want to 
believe it. Dick’s suicide really hit 
home, I thanked God that I hadn’t 
done the same thing to myself. I 
just wanted to find a way to sur- 
vive. I wanted to somehow find 
happiness again.” 


Following his friend's, and fel- 
low officer’s death, Bill committed 
himself to improving his life, no 
matter what it took, The first step 
was to find some kind of work to 
keep himself busy, “I’ve been try- 
ing to get an appointment to the 
U.S. Marshall's, but it hasn’t come 
about yet,” he said. “I’m thorough- 
ly qualified. It’s just that my hip 
problem seems to be the obstacle 
keeping mé from getting the 
appointment. I keep trying, though. 
It hasn't been easy. I’m only forty- 
eight years old, and it’s been tough 
surviving on my early retirement 
pension. But I keep trying. I just go 
day to day. Just like the AA motto 
says: I take it one day ata time.” 

Bill’s personal life seems to be 
improving, too. He has a new 
woman in his life, and even though 
he is applying the AA Philosophy 
to this aspect of his life, also, he is 
seeing’ a lot of pro ° for a bright 
future;)= 90" 

“Marie has been a blessing in 
my life,” Bill said. “She’s been 
sticking by me through some pretty 
rough times. Maybe if I come out 
of this crisis a stronger man, I will 
be able to open myself up to loving 
again, There’s no telling what 
could happen then. I’m still a rea- 
sonably_young man, and-with-a-lit-.

During the 1980s many people 
found that buying a home, waiting 
a year or so and then selling it was 
the best "get rich quick" strategy 
around due to skyrocketing home 
prices.

"Shipwrecked" is a colorful, 
somewhat clumsy, throwback to 
the Saturday afternoon fare of the 
Thirties and Forties. 

When his father returns back 
from the sea with a wounded leg, 
and his poor family is about to lose 
their farm, eldest son Hakon 
Hakonsen (Stian Smestad) steps in 
to save the day. He bravely accepts 
a job as ship's boy aboard his 
father's old schooner, promising to 
send his wages home - which is 
where he's really rather be, 

Hakon eventually gains accep- 
tance by the crew and learns the 
ways of the sea. He also comes to 
realize that Merrick, a British naval 
officer brought aboard to help the 
captain navigate strange waters, 
may not be all he seems. When 
Merrick (Gabriel Byrne) takes over 
the ship and installs his own 
raggedy men, the Norwegian 
sailors soon find themselves under 
his evil thumb. Merrick is not real- 
ly a naval officer, but a disguised 
pirate planning to chart a course for 
the South Seas, where he has 
buried a fortune in stolen treasure. 
But his evil plans are thwarted by a 
rolling storm which tears apart his 
stolen ship and maroons the crew. 

This being a fantasy, the island 
on which young Hakon lands is 
peaceful, beautiful and the one on 
which evil Merrick buried his trea- 
sure, Hakon eventually hooks up 
with Jens, a friendly crew member, 
and-Mary, the feisty-English: stow- 
away he had helped on board. The 
three outwit and outfit Merrick 
and his thugs, allowing all to return 
home as heroes, 

There are a few intense 
moments, such as the storm at sea 
and a scene involving deadly 
booby traps surrounding the stolen 
treasure. Now, no one over five or 
six should be upset by these scenes, 
but tots may not recognize a men- 
acing gorilla as a guy in a hairy 
suit. 

Byme is more than convincing 
as the raven-haired and raven- 
hearted pirate. His commandecring 
presence is hissable, while 
Smestad, with his innocent face

and trusting. ways, is a delightful 
hero. My one complaint is that 
director Nils Gaup gave us too 
many head shots, too many close- 
ups of riggings and not enough of 
that delightful sailing ship on a 
scenic ocean. Also, the plot is on 
the simplistic side, But for children 
who have never seen "Captain 
Blood" or "The Sea Hawk," it's just 
the ticket for raucous Saturday 
matinee, 

“The Doors" Starring Val 
Kilmer, Meg Ryan, Kyle 
MacLachlan, Frank Whaley, Kevin 
Dillon. Directed by Oliver Stone. 
Written by J. Randal Johnson, 
Stone, Rated R. 

There are few filmmakers who 
can capture the essence of an era 
better than Oliver Stone, His ver- 
sion of the quick, intense life of Jim 
Morrison is so full of ambience 
you'll leave the theatre feeling as 
though you'd just relived the 
Sixties, 

Jim Morrison was a California 
navy brat who dropped of film 
school and fell into a singing 
career. He was complex, brilliant 
and sexy. A man who disdained the 
pop icon image he created, but 
craved the fame it brought him. 
Between Val Kilmer's eerily realis- 
tic performance and Stone's visual 
mastery, the psychedelia and pas- 
sion of the Doors’ feels uncannily 
realistic. More hazy are some of the 
facts about Morrison himself. 

The story is less explicit than it 
could have been, duc to legal 
restrictions put on Stone by 
Morrison's family and the family of 
his late companion, Pamela 
Courson (Meg Ryan). Oh, it's plen- 
ty graphic, but lacking is a bio- 
graphical edge that would have 
given us a more complete picture 
of the enigmatic Morrison. We are 
submerged in the music, however, 
as there are extended scenes draw- 
ing us into the frenzy stirred up by 
a messianic Morrison, 

Kilmer, who resembles the 
handsome Morrison, is so 
chameleon-like in his performance 
that it is impossible to tcll when 


Morrison's vocals were used, or - 


Kilmer's. Morrison's stare, hi smile, 
even his body language are all 
there on screen, Not an actor who 
simply postures prettily, Kilmer is 
takes us to the edge, bringing us 
down with him as the singer's 
bright flame becomes doused with 
alcohol. 


rt Classes for Children & Adults 


Stone does something no film- 
maker to date has managed - he's 
translated a Peyote high onto film 
with such shocking Clarity that we 
could be right there with Morrison 
and his followers in the desert. It's a 
long scene, but so amazingly realis- 
tic as to be nearly tangible. This is 
not always true of some of the con- 
cert scenes, which drag on until 
you're squirming in your seat, wait- 
ing for the action to puck up. True, 
Stone avoided the quick-cut pit-fall 
of MTV editing, but he could have 
pared down the slower scenes with- 
out losing much effect. 

Kyle MacLachlan, Frank 
Whaley and Kevin Dillon appear as 
the other three members of the 
Doors, but we only pick up scraps 
of info about their lives and rela- 
tionships with Morrison. More of a 
focus on the women in Morrison's 
life and the hypnotic effect he had 
on his fans. 

The film is really a serious of 
cinema snapshots into Morrison's 
life. Don't be mislead by the hype 
and the soundtrack, as his life was a 
downer. Morrison believed himself 
the king of pain and set about to 
prove it. His final days were spent 
bloated and nearly alone in Paris, 
recording his poetry and ending his 
life. 

Still, as much as you admire 
Stone's techniques and Kilmer's 
performance, as much as they con- 
jure up the demons, emotions and 
even the humor of past, the film 
remains a flawed effort. We are left 
wanting more of an insight into 
Morrison and his bandmates, men 
who created such powerful, poetic 
and enduring musi. 


New Lyme Disease 
vaccine for dogs 


While the world waits for a 
vaccine that protects humans from

Nyren Animal’ Hospital in Green 
Bay, Wisconsin has vaccinated 
more than 1,000 dogs against Lyme 
Disease since last July - with con- 
siderable success. 

Initially, most of the dogs being 
recommended for vaccination have

The documents do not need to 
specify tax matters. 


1 - A general Power of Attomey. 

2= A statement-signed.by the 
taxpayers that authorizes another 
person to act on his or her behalf. 

3 - If it is not possible for the 
spouse of a taxpayer serving in 
Operation Desert Storm to obtain 
any type of signed authorization, 
the IRS will accept a written state- 
ment explaining that the husband or 
wife is serving in the combat zone. 
The statement must be signed by 
the spouse filing the retum.
